The order further provides that goods 
entering the canal zone from the 
United States or insular possessions of 
the United States shall be admitted 
on the same terms as the ports of the 
States of the Union.

All goods, free or dutiable, entering 
the canal gone by water, rail or 
otherwise must be entered at the 
custom-house. An agreement is to 
made between the Governor of the zone 
and the government of Panama for 
cohperation to prevent smuggling and 
custom frauds. The Governor is author- 
ised to make a tentative agreement 
with Panama _ respecting reciprocal 
trade relations between the zone and 
Panama, also make uniform tariff reg- 
ulations, subject to consideration by 
the commission and such action by 
competent authority as may be neces- 
same to render the agreement effective 
in the canal zone. 

The order providing for the estab- 
lishment of postoffices in the zone ana 
of service therein provides that such 
offices shall be established at Crystobal 
and Ancon (money order offices) and 
at Gatun, Bohoef, Gogona, Empire, Cu- 
lebra and La Boca. 

The Governor of the zone is to ap- 
point postmasters and fix salaries and 
to formulate a plan for the postal ser- 
vice, founded on the United States sys- 
tem, all subject to the approval of the 
commission. Meanwhile, he may estab- 
lish postoffices at such additional 
places as the public require, and ap- 
point their postmasters. 

Secretary Taft has already addressed 
letters to Postmaster Payne and to 
Admiral Walker, president of the Ca- 
nal Commission intended to give im- 
mediate effect to his order.

Disease, He Would Not Tell His

One of life’? unsung heroes passed 


away yesterday in the death of David 
Aquilla Meéekins, a real estate agent 
of this city. 


He had suffered for years from

Driven blind at last by .the disease, it 
was only through the doctors that his 
wife and friends came to know of the 
agony he must have endured.

SUSPECTED 
FOUL CRIME. 


Quartette Held at Los Arcos 
for Triple Murder. | 


Prospectors’ Fate May be 
Arenged. 


Terrible Details of the Dark 
Deed. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


LOS ARCOS (Sonora, Mex.) June 18. 
Four men are under arrest nere sus- 
pected of the horrible murder of the 
three prospectors whose mutilated bod- 
fes were found near a water hole at 
Los Arcos. 

Additional details show it to have 
been a hideously brutal slaughter, done 
for plunder. 
One had been shot in- the back, evi- 
dently while fishing. The face of an- 
other man was beaten and mashed to 
a pulp by rocks. Finger marks in his 
throat showed that he had been choked. 
The third man’s hands had been tied 


was torn by a glancing bullet wound, 
but he had evidently been killed by a 
knife thrust just above his heart. 
They had probably been tortured, the 
assassins hoping to learn something of 
the money the party might have had. 
The first of the three men found had 
‘evidently fought for his life, as pleces 


of his torn shirt were lying on the P 


bank. 

A dog with the prospectors had evi- 
dently taken part in the fight; his 
bed: lay in the water beside one of 
the murdered men, 

Although it is not known which man 
was which, a diary that has been 
found indicates that the men were John 
and J. B. Maxwell, who left Baird, 
Tex., April 30, fer Sonora, via El 
Paso and Douglas, and Enoch Wood- 
ward, whose mother lives somewhere 
in lowa and who worked for the past 
year in Douglas. 

The strongest clew to the murderer 
is a spur that was found not far from 
the bodies, between two of them. It 
was. found by one of a party which 
came to inspect and bury the bodies. 

Hurried inquiry developed that the 
spur belenged to no one in the party. 
| The murdered men wore no spurs, so 
it must have belonged to one of the 


— — 


FEmurderers. On the road to the scene 


of the tragedy, a man was overtaken 
and placed under arrest. After a while 
he asked uneasily if anyone had found 
a spur. When this spur was passed 
to him, he at first said he knew to 
whom it belonged, but afterward de- 

nied «ft. 

All possible evidence was taken from 
the bodies, which were then burned, 
there being no way to bury them 
among the rocks by the river side in 
the narrow cafion. 

The diary found on the body of one 
of the men will help, probably, in 
hunting down the murderers. It was 
kept by J. B. Maxwell and was writ- 
ten up dally. 

It shows that they outfitted in Doug- 
las and Agua Prieta, and came down 
via San Bernardino to the river, trav- 
eling by easy stages, and doing con- 
siderable fishing wherever possible. 
They traveled afoot, and had three 
burros for packing their outfit, and 
had two dogs with them. 

The 7th and 8th of June they were 
at Hudspeth's place at Teras, which 
is ten or twelve miles down the river 
from the Yzable-Tigre road crossing. 


| They left there on Friday, June 5, 


and made camp about five miles far- 
ther down the river, at a point where 
the cafion narrows so as to be almost 
impassable, and the road leads over 
the hills for four or five miles. 

The entry made in the diary that 
night, June 9, was the last. The fol- 
lowing morhing they broke camp and 
followed the road to Where it again 
strikes the river at Los Arcos. Here 
there is a beautiful camping place, 
— large pools both above and be- 

w 


The packs of the three burros were 
found in different places, but with- 
out any attempt at concealment. There 
are no indications that they cooked a 
meal here, as the grub boxes appar- 
ently had not been opened. Apparent- 
ly while they were looking over the 
ground, the burros wandered a few 
feet away, then, éager to try their 
luck fishing, they tumbled off the 
packs where the burros happened to 
be, and immediately went to a pool 
some two hundred yards up the 
caflon. Here they scattered along the 
west bank thirty or forty yards apart, 
and here they were killed. This was 
June 11.

FOREWORD. 


The lessons for this quarter have 
taken us over the last year of Christ's 
life—the year of conflict of fierce and 
increasing opposition from the Jewish 
authorities. With the feeding of the 
5000, his popularity reached its zenith; 
with the discovery, of his purpose n 
to found a worldly kingdom nor to 
minister to mere selfishness, the 
multitudes abandoned him. The 
Pharisees at Jerusalem had decide ! 
on his death and they had spies watch- 
ing to see if he would say or do any- 
thing that would lay him open to 
prosecution under their law. Jesus 
can do but little more for the people. 
without bringing trouble, and he de- 
votes himself almost exclusively to 
training his disciples. His first year = 
ministry was spent chiefly in Judes 
in -obscurity; the second year and a 
half in Galilee, in great popularity. 


the last year is spent here and theie 


in Judea and Galilee and outside of 
Jewish territory entirely, and is de- 
voted chiefly to his disciples. 


THE LESSONS. 
1. 


Lessons about the cross, Lessons 1-3. 

(1.) In the lessons on his visit to 
Tyre and Sidon (Mark vil:24-37) we see 
how He is withdrawing from the 
storm center and getting the disciples 
ready for the great ordeal nearly a 
year hence. The cross is falling upon 
His pathway and He is teaching then: 
about it—in going out of the ores 
territory and in the miracle wro 
there. He did not go re to wank. 
and besides, His work was not im- 
mediately though it was ultimately 
for the Gentiles. It was best to train 
the disciples, avoid raising a popular 
excitement, and postpone His work 
for Gentiles. till He had the founda- 
tions laid and could put that in te 
hands of the disciples. That was H's 
* wert will and He can heal this 

tile woman's daughter, only as an 
*. and on condition that He 
can develop a faith in her that will 
make her in spirit a child of Abraham. 
By careful and severe tests He dis- 
covers and develops her faith so as 
to justify Him in doing it even though 
it arouses a popular excitement, which 
interferes with His Plans and compels 
Him to go elsewhere. 

(2.) In lesson two, “Peter confesses 
(Mar viii 27-20.) He has 
swung arou through Jewish terri- 
tory, and is now again up in the region 
of Mount Hermon. There he called 
out that confession, by a question, to 
give them clear and fixed views and 
to gain needed comfort. In that con- 
fession, in which all joined, they show 
that they have seen something that 
they could not have learned without 
the illuminating help of God. They 
were given a new faith and insight. 
Then he told them of the cross and 
His awful death. To Peter's foolish 
reply He told them still further that 
the condition being a disciple 
His is self-denial, self-giving and 
ageous devotion to Christ, openly, and 
in the face of a hostile and contemp- 
tuous world. They were startled, 
shocked, saddened and almost dis- 
couraged. But they could not believe 
it possible, and so were in a degree 
protected by their very determination 
that it should not happen. 

(3.) “Jesus Transfigured” (Mark ix: 
2-13) is still further preparation for the 
cross. After His first words about tne 
cross, a gloom and constraint fell over 
them all. and the transfiguration came 

Gods answer to their real needs. 


ent joy, a joyous memory of what it 
before His life in the flesh and a 
happy anticipation of what was com- 
ing. He needed it, for He was doomed 
by His nation and doubted by His dis- 
ciples, and if it were possible for Him 
to doubt His mission He would doubt 
it now. God gave Him that experience 
and sent Elijah, the great representa- 
tive of the prophets, to tell Him that 
His coming death would fulfill prophecy 
and Moses, the lawgiver, to tell Him 
it would fulfill the law; The disciples 
needed to feel, too, that in His death 
He was completing the purpose of God 
as shown in the work of 2 and 
lawgiver, and was preparing for His 
glory. cloud symbolized God's 
presence, and the voice expressed _ 
approval. Those three never forgot th 
lesson. and in time taught it to the 
others. 1 


Lessons About IAte.“ (Verses 4-8.) 

(4.) The lesson of service (Luke 10:1- 
13.) In “the mission of the Seventy” He 
is achieving two purposes—multiplying 
Himself, so as to get needed work 
done; training them into skill for fur- 
ther work. He had sent out the twelve, 
two by two, six months back; now He 
sends seventy others, after awakening 
them to sympathy, to prayer, and to 
self-surrender, and instructing them 
how to act wisely on their short trip. 
This was training for service in a 
practical way—what might be called 
applied religion. Christ is getting as 
many as possible ready for the severe 
ordeal and for the work He will finally 
leave in their hands. 

(5.) We have vital teiching on 
“prayer” (Luke 11:1-13.) It is just 
after the feast of Dedication in Decem- 
ber and now over east of the Jordan in 
Perea He is teaching and working 
some miracles among that mixed pop- 
ulation. They want to be taught to 
pray, because they have seen Him pray 
and knew how John the Baptist taught 
his disciples, and because they had the 
instinct of prayer. Their praying must 
include loving adoration of God, loving 
petition for others, prayer for needed 
physical blessings, for pardon, for pro- 
tection from temptation. And they are 
encouraged in this by the habits of 
social and family life. Even a sleepy- 
headed man will get up and lend bread 
at night just-to be rid of the neighbor,

Hinduism is the principle non-Chris- 
tian religion of India. As a social sys- 
tem its power over the musses of the 
people is still very great. and the ques- 
tion of the condition of re us 
thought in India todav should be re- 
garded im its effect upon the two dis- 
tinct classes—the great mass of. the 
people, held by the power of caste. ig- 
norant and superstitious: and the stu- 
dents graduating by the thousands 
from the universities of ras, Cal- 
cutta, Bombay, Allahabad and Lahore. 


It has been estimated that the pro- 
portion of students graduating as 
Christians from the University of Ma- 
dras is one in every twelve. 


The popular Hinduism of the present 
time, which divorces religion from mor- 
ality, is losing its hold. Intelligent Hin- 
dus, recognizing the gravity of the 
peril which must of necessity confront 
any nation which sanctions such a wor- 
ship, no longer adhere to the ancient 
Hinduism or have a real, vital faith in 
it. It was the testimony of a Hindu 
juge that there is nothing in their 
Vedas to compare with the Bible. 


In the case of educated men the pow- 
et of Mohammedism is also weakening. 
The influence of Christianity and West- 
ern education and civilization is largely 
responsible for this. In the light of 
Western science the absurdities and 
superstitions of the non-Christian re- 
ligions have been revealed and the im- 
possibility of harmonizing the teachings 
of their religious books with modern 
scientific truth has led the student body 
as a class to renounce the old beliefs, 
and later, in many instances, to accept 
Christianity. 


Sir Charles Elliott, while Governor of 
Bengal said: “I congratulate you that 
the last census and the signa of the 
times all point to a very positive and 
somewhat rapid progress of the mis- 
sionary work in India..

TERRIBLE VOYAGE. 


Buffeted by Hurricanes, Dismasted, 
Broken and Battered, She Drifts to 
San Pedro With a Harrowing Tale 
of Suffering at Sea. 


tered a broken below, only a sug- 
gestion of the noble vessel that 
sailed from Newcastle, Australia, 123 
days before, the American bark Hollis- 
wood, G. B. Knight, master; B. 
Hill, mate; long overdue and given up 
for missing, drifted into the outer har- 
bor of San Pedro yesterday morning, 
and at 9 o'clock let go anchor in the 
calm, bringing up off the head of the 
break water. : 
With her foremost gone at the top 
as though sheared off by a giant knife; 


skysail poles lying in a tangled mess 
like fish net on the deck, a frapped 
spanker boom, yards aslew, rigging 
fiying to the rool of the lazy ground 
swell, sails hanging half-loosed in the 
slings, and hull literally alive with 
barnacles, she presented a picture of 
marine desolation seldom seen in any 
port, and quite new to San Pedro. 
Her crew, half-starved, had worked 
day and night for a week clearing up 
wreckage; they were dissatisfied, felt 
they had a grievance, and were grum- 
bling among themselves. A spokesman 
presented a long petition of their woes, 
and a more graphic, brinier chapter of 
sea history would be hard to find even 
in the American merchant service. To 
a desperate fight for life with hurri- 
canes, setting them back to sea when 
in sight of San Francisco, their des- 


— 


of starvation and thirst at sea. 

Provisioned for but an ordinary 
cruise of seventy days, the Hottswood 
from the first encountered persistent, 
unfavorable gales, and the voyage 
across the Pacific was a succession of 
beats upon beats without a day's fa- 
vorable breeze after the blue heights 
of New South Wales were left faint 
and fading on the horizon astern. Sub- 
sisting from day to day during the last 
month on half and third rations picked 
up from such vessels as they fell in 
‘with, relying upon the condensation of 
salt sea water by the donkey boller for 
their drink, utterly worn out, but 
working with the silent, heroic cour- 
age of American sailor men, busily 
cleaning ship when once in port, one 
look at her gallant crew told her story 
without need to peer upward at the 
splintered spars, siack rigging and 
slewed yards. The newest square-rig- 
ger under American registry, the bark 
Holliswood, 11 years old, looked a hun- 
dred. Her mate, reticent as are ail 
seafaring men, a tall, bearded, manly 
fellow. was glad of a chance to talk 
to visitors from shore: Hill said: 

a “HELL.” SAYS THE MATE. 

“It was hell. I've sailed the sea on 
the Australian trade and elsewhere 
it was the worst 
t Jever saw. From the day we left 
Newcastle until we got to New Zea- 
land the voyage-was a dead beat. Off 
New Zealand we ran into terrible 
weather, and from there across the 
Pacific we fought against gales all the 
way. It was bad enough for us men; 
the captain's wife and little baby were 
aboard, too, and it was hard indeed on 
them. but they behaved nobly. Mrs. 
Knight refusing to leave the ship. We 
‘Were provisioned and watered well 
enough for an ordinary trip, but no 
one can take account of such a trip 
as we have had. 

“Then, after fighting stress of 
weather all the way across, carrying 
away occasional bits of rigging every 
day. we ran into a northwest hurri- 
cane when in sight of port last Sun- 
day. 200 miles southwest by south of 
San Francisco. Having been forced to 
heave to and drift before it, the wind 
kept freshening until seas were run- 
ning mountain high. Without warning 
the fibboom pitched up into air, hung 
a minute,-and came crashing alongside, 
bringing the foretopmast and all its 
gear smashing down on top of the 
forward house, and tumbling the main 
skysai] poles down on the main deck. 
The spanker boom carried away, and 
began thrashing the after house to 
pieces. 

“We were in hell. The ship was tum- 
bling around like a cork, and the 
wreckage had to be cleared away be- 
fore we foundered. It was a desperate 
fob, but the crew worked like men, and 
finally we got into e kind of or- 
der. In our crippled condition we had 
to run for the nearest port, being low 
on provisions and depending on the 
donkey boiler for water. Happlly, we 
had a boiler that could work with salt 
water. We fell in with the lumber 
schooners Transit and Prussia, getting 
boa t loads of provisions from them and 
some water. That helped us out, and 
finally we brought up here, not where 
we wanted to anchor, but as near to 
it as we could get. Ordinarily the Aus- 
tralian trade is comfortable enough.

If the Holliswood had 
not been a tight, good little ship we 
never would have seen land, I am sure 
of that. We laid off Redondo all last 
night.

o you can see how far we are out of 
-our.course. Capt. Knight went ashore 
“gs soon as our anchor was down.” 
The Holliswood is of 1084 tons reg- 
ister, and is loaded with Newcastle 
coal. Capt. Knight is a man of about 
35. and is part owner. Before leaving, 
one of the crew touched his cap and 
wanted to speak to “the newspaper 
In behalf of his fellows he 
+ presented a long dil of charges 
against the captain of the Holliswood, 
and stated that they would be filed 
with the proper authorities in San 
Francisco. Unfair treatment, waste of 
food in time of scarcity, poor naviga- 
tion, are some of the charges his men 
lay at Capt. Knight's doar. The state- 
ment of the Holliswood crew is unique

After the master’s own sayings the 
ship was supplied with stores for six- 
ty days’ passage and about 4000 ga lions 
of drinking water. The ship’s crew is 
composed of two mates, carpenter, 
cook, six A. B.'s, two 0. 8. and 4 
stowaway in addition to them, in tne 
captain's company, his wife and child, 
a cabin boy and a nurse boy. 

Coming out to sea, the ship turned 
out to be in a leaky condition; pum 
by hand did not prove successful, a 
we had to pump with steam. 

Since the arrival of the skipper's wife 
on board the drinking water was used 
in a reckless manner for washing da- 

s clothes, woman's dresses, bei 


the main tanks had disappeared mys- 
teriously, very likely used for the en- 
gine boiler. In consequence of this the 
water for galley use and drinking wa- 
ter for the crew had to be reduced on 
March 28 while the cabin continued 
to use this valuable article as before. 
“Surely. you can’t shorten our water; 
just reduce the cook; he has plenty of 
salt water to use for his purpose!" 
were the words out of a conversation 
between the captain and his wife, 
overheard by the wheelman. In heavy 
rainfalis on April 2 and 3 the empty 
tanks were mostly filled up again, but 
drinking water and cook's water con- 
tinued to be reduced. At the same time 
the coal oil did not last for the side 
lights, while in the cabin two lamps 
were burning during the night and twd 
kerosene stoves kept going to prepare 
might luncheons and manufacture 
candy. 

On April 20 there was no more sugar 
for forward, and the crew, dissatisfied, 
went aft, demanding their proper scale 
of provision, which request the skip- 
per answered: “Well, my men, I give 
you all I have, and I can’t do any 
more. We are very likely to have a 
long voyage and we have to try and 
make our stores last.“ The same even- 
ing a large plate of taffy was placed on 
the poopdeck to cool. 

April 29 we ran out of potatoes and 
onſous, but it can be proved that in 
the cabin they enjoyed these articles 
until three weeks later on. No substi- 
tute whatever was given 
the length of time we ran 
tomatoes, beans, dried apples, etc. r 
food was getting shorter every day. 
At last, on May 25, in a dead calm, 
we sighted a bark; the day after we 
lowered a boat and over. For- 
tunately for us, it was the Prussia, 
San Fran bound for Port Blake- 

„ seven days out from San isco. 

om ber we received a boat's load 
of provisions. It may be mentioned here 
that only a few potatoes and beans 
and a little sugar found its way for- 
ward. The next day, May 27, a light 
breeze from north came up, and only 
about 700 miles off Frisco, we had all 
good hope soon to arrive at our desti- 
nation. June 2 we sighted land on the 
7 p. m., steering an R. by 
. wind. 
At 11 at night we sighted Faralione 
light by a mountain high sea and a full 
N. W. gale blowing. Shortened down 
to lower topsails we hove the ship to 
and drifted seaward. 

June 4 the wind slackened, we set 
sails and made for land again. Sun- 
day, the 6th, a hazy air prevented a 
clear view and we were surprised to 
find ourselves at 8 p.m., when the fog 
cleared away, before the entrance of 
the harbor, Point Bonita, Point Lobos 
and the ouse lights distinctly to 
be seen. Without a pilot on board, tne 
captain's intention was to cruise be- 
fore the entrance to await daylight; a 
sudden gale from N. W. sprang up and 
we had to go seaward once more. We 
lost our foresail, the only one on board. 
Later on the fore lower topsail, some 
of the fore backstays broke away and 
we expected every minute the fore top- 
gallant mast to come down. Until now 
the stores supplied by the Prussia had 
lasted, and now, with a wrecked ship, 
without provision worth mentioning, 
we found ourself drifting farther sea- 


ward with hour and hour, an increas- 
jing 


Our food was reduced to coffee and 
bread, with a little salt meat and pea 
soup in addition for dinner. The 9th 
of June wind and sea went down, and 
once more we turned our shipshead 
toward our destination. From day to 
day our ration of bread and meat got 
shorter—hardly enough to keep a man 


alive. June 11 the last remaining 
drink! water, about eight gallons, 
was 2 aft and mostly used for 


washing clothes, because Monday, the 
13th, none whatever was left for coffee 
or anything else. 

The morning of this day we were lay- 
ing becalmed, when we sighted a 
schooner. One of our boats was manned 
and left us for another supply of pro- 
vision, in spite of a hazy air at 9:30 
a.m. At 3 p.m. no trace of schooner nor 
boat to be seen, with nightfall we blew 
the foghorn, shot guns, showed flares. 
At last, at 10 at night, the boat made 
its appearance, loaded with stores. It 
came back from schooner Transit, San 
Francisco, the last on a voyage from 
Portiand, Or., to n Pedro. The car- 
penter's attempt condense water 
turned out successful and with new 
hope we longed for a fair wind for 
Frisco. Days of calm and head wind 
passed, at last we thought to ve a 
Chance of reaching Frisco, keeping the 
ship close by the wind, when on the 
18th of June our jibboom broke away. 
We directed our course now for San 
Pedro. Sunday morning at 9 a.m. the 
fore topgallant mast and topmast 
came down, broke the lower masthead 
and took the main skysail mast along 
with it; we were then about 200 miles 
S. W. by S. off Frisco. Fortunately we 
kept a leading wind, which enabled us 
to reach San Pedro harbor on June 24 
at 9 a.m. 

Besides hard work and starvation we 
were kept up during the whole voyage 
in our watch below from 4 p.m. till 
5:30 p.m. 

Capt. G. B. Knight is part owner of 
the Holliswood, and pays as monthly 
wages to his crew $15 for A. B.s and 
$10 for O. 8.

CAPT. KNIGHT DENIES. 

Capt. Knight, a determined-looking 
bronzed man of 35, made the follow- 
ing statement of events connected with | 
the long and arduous voyage: 

“We left Newcastle February 27 and 
hadn't been out but a day or two un- 
til we met with heavy seas, head winds 
ahd one storm following another in 
endless succession: We speedily lost 
our topsails and the bottom of the 
Hollis wood became very foul, complete- 
ly covered with barnacies. In addi- 
tion the vessel leaked quite badly. 
We sailed under jury rig much of the 
time, but the foul bottom kept us from 
making much progress. I have fol- 
lowed the sea many years, but this 
was the roughest weather I ever en- 
countered. The greatest fear we had 
was on account of the shortage of 
provisions and water. We spoke only 
the two vessels on the long passage 
across. Last Saturday on June 18, we 
struck an unusually heavy storm and 
the foretopmast ed away. I then 
realized that should I try six months 
for San Francisco my labor would be 
in vain, so I decided to run before it 
and make San Pedro. We were only 
thrée or four miles off the Farallones 
three weeks ago, but could not get 
in, nor could we sight a steamer or 
a tug. 

“I am glad to get to port, and wish 
to say that I have only words of the 
strongest praise for the conduct of the 
crew of the Holllswood during the long 
voyage. The vessel had been pking 
quite badly and her men worked night 
and day faithfully and well. One of 
the crew deserted us in the stream at 
Newcastle, and after a few days out 
we found a stowaway aboard. He is 
a young man about years of age, 
named Dan Rooney, parents living in 
Pennsylvania, and he proved himself 
one of the most faithful men aboard 
during the voyage. 

“My wife was very well, but the 
baby has been sick a deal. Mrs. 
Knight refused to leave the Holliswood, 
although requested to do so by the 
bark Prussia, steamer Ascension and 
schooner Transit. All the members of 
the crew, while tired out, are in- very 
good health. One of the sallors suf- 
fered a severe injury to his left leg 
from a falling spar. Outside of this 
we met with no other accident.” 

The Holliswood is consigned to Hind, 
Ralph & Co. of San Francisco and is 
owned by Stephen H. Mills of New 
York. She had 1400 tons of coal on 
board. Capt. Knight has telegraphed 
for orders and the bark will probably 
be towed up to San Francisco. 

Capt. Knight denies the charges 
made by bis men in substantially the 
same terms as his mate. 

STILL LOOKING FOR WRECK. 

Advices from up the coast, received 
yesterday, state the powerful San 
Francisco tug, Sea Rover, is still cruis- 
ing through the Santa Barbara Chan- 
nel, and off Port Harford, looking for 
the Holliswood. — 

SPOKEN BY ASUNCION.

after two weeks’ rest each year than 
he was before, and that it is absurd to 
suppose that a man can in two weeks 
recuperate from the wear and tear of 
A year’s work. 

Mr. Sage is doubtless a very shrewd 
and clever accun.ulator of money: But 
in these statements he shows that 
there is much wisdom he has failed to 
absorb. What he says is misleading 
and alfogether wrong. It is essen- 
tially bad doctrine, from a hygienic 
standpoint, as well as from the 
standpoint of humanity. There is an 
old and true saying that “AN work 
and no play makes Jack a dull boy.” 
Because some people make bad use of 
their leisure is no reason why all 
should be deprived of leisure—of an 
occasional holiday—any more than 
everybody should be deprived of an 
Opportunity to accumulate wealth, 
Devause some people make bad use of 
saoney. 

We Americans, as a nation, keep our 
noses much too close to the grind- 
stone. We should take more holidays, 
and longer ones, which we might gen- 
erally manage to do if we would only 
systematize our business, and stop 
| worrying so much. A man who goes 
away for a two weeks’ vacation to the 
mountains or the seaside will, if he 
spends his time sensibly, come back 
with renewed hope and energy, to take 
up the strenuous battle of life, and 
wil be of more value to his employer 
than he would if he keep his nose 
ceaselessly at the “demnition grind.” 

Mr. Sage probably approves of the 
Sunday rest. What & that but a 
short vacation? During the French 
revolution, an attempt was made to 
abolish Sunday, with everything else 
that pertained to religion, and every 
tenth day was set aside as a holiday. 
It was found, however, that it would 
not work. The Mosaic idea of one 
day's rest in seven, like so many of 
the other Mosaic laws, was founded 
on hygiene and common sense. So, 
also, is the idea of getting away from 
the busy city to the bosom of nature, 
for several weeks, at least once 4 year.

HAIRMAN CORTELYOU. 

A Chicago dispatch states that 
after the election of Geotge B. Cor- 
telyou as chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, on Thursday, Mr. 
Cortelyou thanked the members of 
the committee for the honor, and In- 
formed them that, while he would be 
glad to have the benefit of their ad- 
vice and counsel, he intended to be 
chairman of the committee in fact, as 
well as in name, and that he would 


not accept dictation from anyone, high 


or low. He declared, further, that the 
friends of the late Chairman Hanna 
were his friends, and he asked for the 
same measure of confidence and sup- 
port that had been given to Chair- 
man Hanna. 

The attitude and the request of Mr. 
Cortelyou in this matter, are both rea- 
sonable. While the announcement 
that he- will accept dictation from no 
one, high or low, appears rather 
brusque, when put into cold type, an- 
alysis will show that it is the only po- 
sition that Mr. Cortelyou could take, 
with justice to himself, if he intends 
to be in fact, as in name, the head 
of the National Republican Committee. 
In that position he will be called upon 
to bear great responsibilities. The 
blame for failures and mistakes will 
rest heavily upon him if there be mis- 
takes and failures. As head of the 
committee he will be held to the strict- 
est accountability for the conduct of 
the campaign. As he must bear the 
principal weight of responsibility, it 
is no more than just that the right 
of unhampered action shall be con- 
ceded to him. Unquestioned authority 
goes properly with extreme responsi- 
bility. 

All this being true, it does not fol- 
low that the chairman of the National 
Committee should be an autocrat, to 
whom ¢ all must bow in meek submis- 
siveness or impotent subserviency. 
This is not the rational interpretation 
of Mr. Cortelyou's declaration. There 
is no likelihood that he will attempt 
arbitrary or high-handed methods. 
Such an abuse of authority would re- 
sult in his being deposed before the 
end of the campaign. Mr. Cortelyou's 
announcement simply gives notice that 
so long as he is chairman of the com- 
mittee he will expect his authority as 
such to be recognized when differences 
of opinion arise in the conduct of the 
campaign. He has stated it to be his 
purpose to consult freely with mem- 
bers of the committee and with other 
Republican leaders, but he reserves the 
right to accept or reject such advice 
as may be offered. It is understood 
that Mr. Cortelyou, in a méasure, rep- 
resents the President and the Presi- 
dent’s ideas as to how the campaign 
should be conducted. This fact, (if 
it be such,) will furnish an assurance 
that the campaign will be aggressive, 
straightforward, clean and thorough. 
This is the sort of campaign we should 
have. It is the kind that will win.

Was an Active Methodist Minister 
in Ohio and Later an Enlisted Man 
in Buckeye State Regiment—Sub- 
sequently in American Consular 
Service. 


SANTA ANA, June  24.—Coroner 
George Smith held an inquest this 
morning at Placentia over the body of 
F. R. Moore, cook on the ranch of Bax- 
ter & O'Donnell, who night before last 
swallowed an overdose of morphine and 
died last night from the effects of his 
act. Moore explained in a letter found 
on his table, that he took the mor- 
phine to end his life. Yesterday morn- 
ing Moore was found almost dead from 
the dose and with medical ald was kept 
alive until last night, although he never 
regained consciousness. In accord- 
ance with a request in the letter left 
by the dead man he was buried today 
and the funeral was at the Anaheim 
Methodist Church. In spite of his hum- 
ble position as cook and scullion for 
the Baxter & O'Donnell ranch hands 
and his pitiful ending, Moore had a 
romantic life history and had seen 
better days. He was 65 years old, a 
German by birth and came to America 
when a boy. At Springfield, O., he was 
an active minister in the Methodist 
Church, and in the Civil War he en- 
listed with a company of Ohio volun- 
teers. In the war he was made chap- 
lain and by his activity with a gun as 
well as with prayer-book he gained a 
reputation as the “fighting chaplain.” 
After the war he was sent to Italy as 
an appointee in the United States con- 
sular service. Returning to this coun- 
try again, a series of reverses lost him 
position, money and friends and he 
finally came west where he has worked 

d jobs. Despondency is given as 
the cause of his suicide. He had 
been on the Baxter ranch for the past 
eighteen months. 


COMING TO COAST. 


United States Merchant Marine Com- 
mission, Now in Chicago, to 
Take Trip West Soon. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A'M1) | 

CHICAGO, June 24.—The United 
States Merchant Marine Commission, 
created under the provisions of the 
Gardner Bill, passed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, conferred with Chi- 
cago manufacturers, shippers, export- 
ers and bankers today, with a view 
to formulating plans for rehabilitating 
the merchant marine of this country on 
the high seas. 
_After leaving Chicago, the members 
of the commission will visit the Pa- 
einne Coast. It is the intention of the 
commissioners to formulate a definite 
plan for increasing the number of 
ships carrying the American flag and 
submit the plan to Congress for con- 
sideration next session. 

Senator Gallinger, in calling the 
meeting to order, said it was a source 
of gratification to the commission to 
note the great interest the movement 
had aroused among shippers and busi- 
ness men in all parts of the country. 

John Barrett, former Minister to Siam 
and Argentina and at present Minister 
to Panama, said he had traveled around 
the world five times and had recently 
completed a trip of 50.000 “miles in the 
interest of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position and in all his journeys re- 
gretted to say he did not see one mer- 
chant marine ship flying the American 
flag. He described the great wealth of 
the Argentine republic and expressed 
the belief that the United States should 
establish a subsidiary line of ships be- 
tween this country and the principal 
South American ports.

BALFOUR NO QUITTER. 


Intends to Stay in Power Until He In- 
curs Such a Defeat as Will 
Show Lost Confidence. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

LONDON, June 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Premier Balfour has issued a sig- 
nificant “whip” to the members of the 
government in the form of a reply to 
a question asked in the House of Com- 
mons. Sir John Leng asked the Pre- 
mier whether, in view of the discon- 
tent regarding the budget and the evi- 
dent dissent of the constituencies, the 
Premier would not withdraw the con- 
tentfous measures and wind up the 
business of the session, in order to sub- 
mit the policy of the government to the 
country. 

‘Premier Balfour. in reply, says tnat 
he does not propose to take the course 
suggested, “unless the government in- 
curs such a defeat as to show that it 
has lost the confidence of the House of 
Commons or unless it shall fail to re- 
ceive from day, io day the support 
which is necessary to carry on the bus- 
iness of Parliament. In either of these 
events, the government will ask to be 
relieved from its resnonsibilities,” 

It is the latter part of the reply 
which excites comment, as. in view uf 
the recent small majorities in favor of 
the government, it is taken to mean 
that Mr. Balfour will go to the country 
should the government be defeated as 
a result of the indifference of its sup- 
ports during its minor debates.
